Bishop Lloyd Delivers 

Most Inspiring Sermon 

The Lord Bishop of the Diocese of 
Saskatchewan, The Right Reverend 
Dr. G. E. Lloyd, arrived in Chauvin 
by the early train on Friday last and 
eft again for Saskatoon early on Sat¬ 
urday morning. His Lordship visit¬ 
ed Fram (Sask.), and held an inspir¬ 
ing service in the schoolhoiuse re 
turning by way of Airie to Chauvin, 
Ilis Lordship attended Evening Pray¬ 
er. and administered the Sacrament of 
Holy Baptism to nine children brought 
to him for that purpose. His Lord¬ 
ship's address carried with it the con¬ 
victions which are to take the weak¬ 
lings frail beliefs and shatter them 
upon the rock of Common Sense and 
Reason. The attendance was very 
large, and each member of the con¬ 
gregation left the church with the 
knowledge that they were certainly 
Travelling one of two different paths 
both of which fmd been clearly de¬ 
fined in the New Testament. 

The bishop based his evening ser¬ 
mon on thre clauses of the new pray¬ 
er for Dominion day. He graphically 
described the area of the diocese of 
Saskatchewan, which extended east¬ 
ward from the tenth range in Alberta 
to the waters of Manitoba, and north 
from the boundary to the northern 
provincial boundaries. A territory 
big enough in which to place several 
European countries. After describ¬ 
ing the early conditions of this vast 
tern tor,y, he graphically pictured the 
influx of 290,000 settlers, of whom 
145,000 were of British origin, 26,000 
German, 24,000 French, 15 000 Russian 
9,000 Norwegian. 8,000 Swedish, and 
in all were to be found peoples from 
70 different nationalities. Amongst 
whom were 66,000 Roman Catholics 
and 21,000 Breek Catholics. He re¬ 
ferred to the work of the Roman 
Catholic church and to the work of 
the Anglican church and other 
churches through this period of pion¬ 
eer work. Thier work, which was 
primarily a work among Indians (this 
being continued), was now more 
largely among the newer citizens; 
canstant expansions were being made, 
and more and more workers engaged. 
He spoke of the value of the influ¬ 
ence of those who on their arrival in 
■ he new settlements had endeavoured

Co-Operative Live Stock 
Shipping Is Discussed 

A meeting wias held in the Exhib- 
iion Ha 1J on the Chauvin fair grounds 
last Wednesday evening to discuss 
the inclusion of the Chauvin district 
into the newly organized co-operative 
live stock shipping district from 
Wainwright to Edgerton. 

Mr H. Spencer, who acted as the 
chairman of the meeting, said that 
66 contracts' had already been signed 
by producers to ship for one year on 
the co-operative basis. Edgerton 9; 
Dolcy 31; Heath 14; Wainwright 32. 
Temporary officers had been elected 
and it was desired that the Chauvin 
district also organize, then a joint 
meeting would be held at which a 
permament set of officers would be 
elected from the whole territory Chau¬ 
vin to Wainwright. He had pleasure 
in introducing Mr. W. J. Elliott, super- 
orintendent of the Live stock depart¬ 
ment of the U.G.G., who had to come 
to address them on this matter. 

Mr Elliot called his hearer’s atten¬ 
tion to the three big* mistakes that 
were being made by the live stock 
men in 'miarketing their produce. The 
first was trying to market success¬ 
fully through the agency of sixty dif¬ 
ferent commission firms, a course he 
designated as “absurd.” The second 
mistake was thlajt of district associa¬ 
tions trying to sell independently and 
UUi.4astuiU:ed the Jpi ^ Yi ahft . 
U.F.O. was having hi Ufeir fight with 
the packing interests. In the Cal¬ 
gary market there are eleven com¬ 
mission firms bidding for the stock. 
The shipper to the packing plants got 
only the prices m&de by competitive 
selling in the open yards, but other¬ 
wise was at the mercy of the packer 
ir whose yard his car of stock (ar¬ 
rived. The third mistake was trying 
to sell stock in his own barnyard, in 
this manner some 5000to 10000 drov¬ 
ers were maintained. 

The object of organization was to 
slop individual selling, for the stock 
men to get together and sell together. 
There were now nine territories In Al¬ 
berta so oganized. He gave many 
particulars of the Vermilion to Kit- 
coty district, which had been operat¬ 
ing for the past year. A man had been 
* placed in this district to advise when 
end how to ship and give advice as to 
markets. Service was given at cost 
(Continued on page six) 


New Stamp Regulations 


Becoming effective October 1st the 
new regulations require that the pro¬ 
per stamps be affixed to cheques and 
receipts and other papers which must 
he stamped. The use of the ordinary 
postage stamtps will no longer be per¬ 
mitted. 

* * * 

The new legislation makes letters, 
including form letters, forwarded by 
mail, also postcards acknowledging 
payment of money of $10 and upwards 
subject to the stamp tax on receipts. 

One change provided for in the 
amendment to the Special War Rev¬ 
enue Act makes the maximum tax col¬ 
lectable upon cheques one dollar in¬ 
stead of two dollars as was formerly 
the* case. But the change which will 
effect the general public most s the 
regulation stipulating that in future 
banks and the government will not 
accept postage stamps in collecting 
the tax, but will insist upon use of the 
special revenue stamps issued for the

That you and I are now engaged in 
laying the foundations of the social, civic 
and religious community life of a great 
people was the “key note” of the address 
given by Bishop Lloyd at Chauvin Friday. 

Few men are better able to deliver 
such a message as Bishop Lloyd, who since 
the days of the Riel rebellion lias lived on 
these plains, moving daily among its many 
peoples, watching the enormous influx of 
new citizens, seeing the formation of the 
thousands, of rural communities, hundreds 
of towns and villages, and a number of 
cities. He has worked among the native 
Indians and also settlers from every part 
of the world. His breadth of vision carries 
him from the. past, through the present, on 
to the future. That future, he says, we are 
laying k~fsur daily life and influence. 

G., E. Lloyd is first a “man among 
men,” second a “true type of statesman,” 
and shall we say—lastly a “lord-bishop.” 
His eye has seen the incoming of nearly 
300,000 new settlers. He has observed the 
moral effects on the community of those 
who have steadfastly held fast their reli¬ 
gious and social ideals. He has seen the 
deterioration that inevitably follows the 
relinquishing of those ideals; and from the 
experiences of the west through which he 
has passed, he has reached the practical 
knowledge of the old truth that “righteous¬ 
ness exaieth. a nation.” 

His views are prehaps most clearly 
outlined in the following prayer, which was 
used for the first time in Chauvin, Friday: 

PRAYER TAKEN FROM THE SERVICE FOR DOMINION 
DAY, AS FOUND IN THE PRAYER BOOK OF 
THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND IN CANADA 

Almighty God, who didst lead our fathers into this land, 
and their feet into a large room: Give Thy grace, we 
beseech Thee, to us their children, that we may approve 
ourselves a people mindful of Thy favour, land glad to do 
Thy will. Bless our Dominion with nondurable industry, 
sound learning, and pure manners. Save us from law¬ 
lessness and discord, pride and arrogance, and fashion 
into one godly people the multitude brought hither out of 
miamy kindreds and tongues. Give to all the spirits of 
service, and love, and mutual forbearance. In prosperity 
make us thankful unto Thee, and in the days of trouble 
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suffer not our trust in Thee to fail. So that, loving Thee 
above all things, we may fulfil Thy gracious purpose in 
this land; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Under the caption of “Gems of 
of Modern Thought,” an editor of a promi¬ 
nent American publication recently pub¬ 
lished the ten commandments; and he was 
justified m so far that no higher moral code 
has yet been formed to guide human con¬ 
duct into the right channel.

The results of their work being en¬ 
joyed by us all to-day: and Bishop Lloyd 
clearly portrays that it is at once our duty 
and privilege to “carry on.” He calls on us 
to express our spiritual beliefs in the active 
every day round of social, economic and 
political life.

potato bug has been received, having 
in view the terrible destructive power 
of these pests when they gain foothold 
it would be well to carefully watch 
the potato patches, and take imme¬ 
diate steps shoud they be located. 

Despite the wet and cold weather 
the crops have been ripening faster 
than would have been expected, and 
the wheat is matured on a very green 
straw. A number of the most ex¬ 
perienced farmers tell us that they 
will sta.rt cutting the latter part of 
this week or at the commencement of 
next. They will cut the wheat as 
soon as the dough has firmly set. 
They wil not wait for the bottom 
Straw to ripen as we have frequently 
done in drier years. The straw con¬ 
tains sufficient nutriment for the final 
ripening of the wheat berry; and will 
finally become first class cattle feed. 

Eseimating crop yields is a pesky 
business, but our estimate of two 
weeks ago—twenty bushels to the 
acre—will probably prove too low. 
There are many fields in all parts 
of the district that give promise of a 
yield of thirty-five bushels or more,

and a dividend had been given to the 
shippers after expenses had been mot. 

He described how the cattle were 
graded at the Winnipeg mlarket and 
disposed of through the export and 
the dominion pools. Mhrket prices 
were paid to the shippers and later a 
dividend. The first years- working 
had been a big success. 

Mr J. E. Hill related the experi¬ 
ences of co-operative shipping from 
Wainwright, which had proved very 
successful, and urged the local men 
to work on the same plan. 

A general discussion followed, dur¬ 


ing which it was shown that the pool 
plan was not popular here because of 
the experience of John Duncan, one of 
the first of the local men to sell to 
the pool at Winnipeg. Mr Chas. Mil¬ 
ler was appointed a committee to en¬ 
quire into this matter. 

Mr. George Leggett spokr of. his vi¬ 
sit to the Old Country and stated that 
for the ten year period before the war 
farmer bankruptcies avenaged 33 per 
year with an average of £1000 and 
that last year this had increased to 
150 bankruptcies averaging £ 3500 each 
—the problem there was the same as 
here, “marketing..” Parliament had 
had to give consideration to the mat¬ 
ter and farmers were there urged to 
“organize.” 

Roros, Prosperity, Green Meadows 
and Edinglassie locals were repres¬ 
ented at the meeting. It was moved 
by E. B. Lang, seconded by I. Neil; 
that a committee be appointed to as¬ 
certain the feeling of the Chauvin dis¬ 
trict in regard to forming an associa¬ 
tion .

AMERICAN ALPINISTS MAKE FIRST ASCENTS 

OF PEAKS IN THE CANADIAN ROCKIES 


Those who have hesitated to make 
a start with bees for fear they might 
not be able to winter them success¬ 
fully have nothing to worry about on 
Vl. Mack, of Lumsden, Sask., one of 
the most successful lapiarists in the 
province. Mr Mack lost only three 
colonies out of twenty-two last win¬ 
ter and states that two of those were 
smothered and that this was the first 
los in three years. 

In the following article Mr Mack 
-tells in detail how to construct a cel¬ 
lar for keeping bees in the winter 
months, this winter shelter being very 
easily constructed and inexpensive. 

“For those who intend keeping only 
a few colonies the ordinary house 
cellar will do provided it is dry, dark, 
well ventilated (and an even temper¬ 
ature, but those who intend to keep 
ten or more colonies I would recom¬ 
mend a bee cellar.” 

“After experimenting with various 
cellars, and after a three year test 
with the present one I feel safe in 
recommending it. L lost only three out 
of twenty-two colonies this year and 
two of fhese were s/raothtfred and this 
is mv first loss in three years. 

"The construction of this cellar is 
simple and cheap being built of old 
railroiad ties. I had the advantage 
of a sidehill, so the floor is level with 
the ground. It is 7 feet 6 inches 
square inside with a porch ir feet by 
2 feet 6 inches. The porch door is 
single ply tongue and groove lumber, 
cellar door is double with two inches 
of sawdust packing and a stove pipe 
in the roof for a ventilator. The 
whole thing is covered with earth 
This cellar will accommodate thirty 
colonies.” 

“The bee cellar must be dark, dry, 
well ventilated and of an* even temp¬ 
erature of about 34 degrees F. 45 
degrees F. is recommended by some 
but I find that too warm for this pro 
vince. If one cannot secure old ties 
a cellar built of sod will answer the 
purpose. Avoid cement.” 

“I may add that my bees are in 
double walled hives packed with saw¬ 
dust, which means a wonderful pro • 
tection when put out in the spring 
as they hold an even temperature in 
our changeable weather. Other bee—

near its head and carried packs up 
the stream, entering from the south. 
From a camp at the head of this 
valley, we first climbed a peak on 
the south, about 9,300 feet high, for 
purposes of observation. Then, we 
left camp at six a.m., ascended the 
glacier at the head of the valley and 
climbed up an icy gully to the sum¬ 
mit of the fine dome-shaped snow 
peak visible from the lake. This 
peak is about 10,600 feet high and 
is situated on the edge of the large 
Brazeau ice field, of which it cotn- 
mands a good view. This summit 
was reached at one p.m. Proceed¬ 
ing along the cresLuf the range to¬ 
wards the north we reached a 
second summit of nearly the same 
height at about 3.30 p.m., and at 
last attained the main summit of 
Mount Brazeau at 6.10 p.m., over 
very steep snow slopes. The alti¬ 
tude of Mount Brazeau appears to 
be at least 11,000 feet. Leaving the 
summit at 6.30 p.m., we retraced the 
same route and reached camp at 
lJXJ a.m., the descent of the glacier 
being made in total darkness. 

“Mount Unwin was climbed from 
the southwest from a camp in the 
Maligne Valley about twelve miles 
above the foot of Maligne Lake. 
This is a double-topped mountain, 
both summits being well over ten 
thousand feet. The south and west 
faces are made up of an intricate 
series of cliffs and ridges through 
which we climbed to the final snow- 
covered summit. In several places, 
impassable cliffs were circumvented 
by traverses on icy ledges and in 
steep couloirs, requiring step cut¬ 
ting. We left camp at 5.45 a.m.; 
the summit was reached at 4.15 
p.m., and camp regained at 10.50 
p.m. 

“The view from Mount Unwin 
was among the most ^expansive 
which we have ever seen, extending 
from Mount Forbes in the south 
through the Columbia group, with 
Mount Alberta and the great Col¬ 
umbia ice field, the Wood River 
and Hooker groups. Mounts Fryatt 
and Cavell, the Fraser and Oeikie 
groups to Mount Robson and Reso¬ 
lution ip the north and the Brazeau 
Range ift the east. In the distance. 
Mount''Sir Sandford and the Ada¬ 
mant Range, in the northern Sel¬ 
kirks, were clearly visible, and 
nameless peaks on the Gold and 
Cariboo Ranges.” 


Two of the highest peaks in Jas¬ 
per National Park, Mount Unwin 
and Mount Brazeau, have just been 
climbed for the first time. The 
honor of making these first ascents 
has fallen to Mr. Howard Palmer, 
of New London, Conn., and Mr. 
Allen Carpe, of New York, men who 
have won international reputations 
in Alpine work. It was Mr. Palmer 
who first ascended Mount Sir Sand- 
ford, the giant of the northern Sel¬ 
kirks. He is the vice-president of 
the American Alpine Club and a 
member of the Alpine Club of Lon¬ 
don. Mr. Carpe is a member of the 
American, Canadian and Swiss 
Alpine Clubs. Both are Fellows of 
the Royal Geographical Society. 

The climbers left the Canadian 
National Railways at Jasper and 
proceeded to Maligne Lake, a dis¬ 
tance of thirty-five miles, and in 
seventeen days explored and map¬ 
ped a territory of remarkable scenic 
beauty. Interviewed on their return 
to Jasper Park Lodge, they de¬ 
scribed the trip as one of the most 
interesting made in several yearsf of 
mountaineering. 

“The object of the expedition,” 
said Mr. Carpe, “was to explore 
the mountains- between Maligne 
Lake and Brazeau Lake, particu¬ 
larly to locate and climb Mount 
Brazeau 'and to map the extensive 
Brazeau ice field. Mount Brazeau 
and Brazeau ice field were discov¬ 
ered and named by Prof. A. P. 
Coleman, of Toronto, who visited 
them in 1894 from the Brazeau 
Hake side and made an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt to climb Mount Braz- 
cau, which he estimated to be 11,000 
feet high. The mountain had not 
been approached since then and the 
country had not been mapped, so 
that the location of Mount Brazeau 
and Brazeau ice field were uncer¬ 
tain. „ We made the first ascent of 
Mount Brazeau and three other 
nameless peaks in the vicinity, also 
of the prominent mountain on the 
south shore of Maligne Lake, 
known as Mount Unwin. From our 
observations, we were able to iden¬ 
tify the Mount Brazeau Range, with 
the mountains visible directly at the 
head of Maligne Lake, about seven 
miles east of the position shown on 
the current maps. We obtained 
other topographical data which has 
nbt yet been worked out
